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Eureka traffic light 
operational again 

Officials hope it will 
deter dozens of accidents 


One of the City’s most danger¬ 
ous intersections will see relief 
from the re-activation of the traf¬ 
fic light at Eureka Road and the 
previous Wayne Road in Romu¬ 
lus. The intersection, a few years 
ago, had been abandoned in favor 
of a new Wayne Road (previously 
named “Periphery Road”) and 
Eureka, which was located fur¬ 
ther west and adjacent to the en¬ 
trance ramp for northbound 1-275. 

Since opening, the new inter¬ 
section has been a danger spot for 
traffic attempting to cross from 
north to south and back again 
over Eureka Heavy traffic on Eu¬ 
reka left very little time, and few 
safe openings, for motorists to 
cross. 

By re-activating the light at the 
old intersection, officials hope 
that the break in traffic created by 
the light will allow a safe opportu¬ 
nity for motorists to cross at the 
new intersection. Romulus police 
had handled numerous accident 
reports at the location, and Mayor 
William Oakley was actively nego¬ 


tiating a solution with the Wayne 
County Road Commission. 

Romulus resident Sonda 
Stepchuck, however, was the real 
catalyst for getting the light. 
Stepchuck began a highly publi¬ 
cized crusade for a solution sever¬ 
al months ago. In a telephone in¬ 
terview on Friday Stepchuck stat¬ 
ed that the decision to re-activate 
the signal was “by the grace of 
God.” 

Crediting the Wayne County 
Road Commission with coopera¬ 
tion on the issue, Oakley added 
that the new light became opera¬ 
tional last Wednesday. “We will 
watch carefully that the change in 
signaling works and helps traffic 
flow. If we find that it hasn’t, we 
will continue to work with Wayne 
County Roads for a solution. They 
have been very cooperative so 
far.”

King Day parade returns

A parade of international flags 
will once again commemorate 
Martin Luther King Day in West- 
land. 

The parade, introduced in 1998 
as Mayor Bob Thomas fulfilled a 
campaign promise, was dropped 
so the holiday could be celebrated 
at home like the Fourth of July 
and other national holidays. 

When the formal city celebra¬ 
tion began, city workers did not 
get the day off. Celebration were 
dropped when the day became a 
paid city employee holiday. 

But at the urging of Council¬ 
man Richard LeBlanc last Janu¬ 
ary, the parade and a formal city 
celebration has returned. 

“I recognized that the absence 
of the celebration in 2000 caused 
some of our residents to question 
our commitment to Dr King’s con¬ 
tributions to society,” he said. 
“Westland is a diverse community 
and the King Day celebration is 
symbolic of our efforts to extend a 
hand to all citizens. 

At budget hearings in June, the 
city council ponied up $4,200 to re¬ 
vive the celebration on Monday, 
Jan. 15, the 72nd anniversary of 
the slain civil rights leader’s birth¬ 
day. 

The half-mile march begins at 
1:30 p.m. at Westland City Hall, 
travels along Central City Park¬ 
way, and arrives at the public li¬ 
brary. 

At 2 p.m., a program of spiritual 
signing and spoken tributes begin 
in the library. 

The John Glenn Singers and 
the Peoples Community Mission¬ 
ary Baptist will sing. 

Adams Middle School students 
will read passages about King’s 
life and contributions.. 

New York City actor Gary 
Gibbs will recite King’s “I Have A 
Dream” speech. 

Refreshments follow. 

If this sounds familiar, it’s simi¬ 
lar to the first program, which at¬ 
tracted a large crowd. However, 
the following year the crowd 
shrunk to a fourth of its original 
size, perhaps contributing to its 
temporary withdrawal.

Busy airport 
becomes a 
powerhouse

The new Midfield Terminal at 
Detroit Metro Airport will have its 
own electric-generation plant, a 
rare commodity among the na¬ 
tion’s airports. Today workers in¬ 
stalled massive engine generators 
that will supply most of the power 

A 366,000-pound crane lifted 
the last of three generators, each 
weighing 110 tons, into its place in 
the Midfield Terminal Energy 
Center. The engines were trans¬ 
ported from Finland to Detroit, 
where they were placed on a 90- 
foot trailer for transport to the en¬ 
ergy center, one engine per trip. 

Michigan Consolidated Gas 
Company (MichCon) and DQE En¬ 
ergy Services of Pittsburgh, the 
two partners in Metro Energy 
LLC, are building and will oper¬ 
ate the energy center under a 30- 
year contract with Wayne County 
to provide the heating, cooling 
and electricity for the two million 
square-foot Midfield Terminal. 
Northwest Airlines is managing 
the design and construction of the 
project. The energy center will 
have a heating capacity of 140 mil¬ 
lion BTUs, a cooling capacity of 
9,200 tons and on-site electric gen- 
eration of more than 17 
megawatts. Put simply, it could 
power a small city or more than 
3,500 homes with heating, cooling 
and electricity. 

Metro Energy will supply the 
Midfield Terminal with a unique 
and reliable energy source. It is 
designed to take advantage of the 
rapidly changing energy market 
with its ability to either buy or 
produce electricity, depending on 
which represents the best value. 
The energy center will be fully 
functional when the new terminal 
opens in December 2001. 

The new Midfield Terminal 
will feature 97 gates, 18 luggage 
carousels, an 11,500-space park¬ 
ing garage and more than 80 
shops and restaurants in an open 
and spacious environment Part of 
a public-private partnership be¬ 
tween Wayne County and North¬ 
west Airlines, the Midfield Termi¬ 
nal Project has approximately 12 
months remaining in a five-year 
design and construction process. 
More than 1,400 workers are now 
involved in construction of the 
Terminal. When it opens, it will 
rank as one of the world’s finest 
air facilities. 

Wayne County’s Detroit Metro 
Airport is the world’s 6th busiest 
airport with over 1,500 daily take¬ 
offs and landings by 20 carriers, 
serving more than 130 domestic 
and international non-stop desti¬ 
nations. Metro Airport is in the 
midst of a $2-billion expansion 
and modernization program 
which will make it one of the lead¬ 
ing hub destination and depar¬ 
ture facilities in North America.

It’s that time of year again. 
Cautious motorists’ feet move 
a little more readily to the 
brake when they spot shadows 
alongside the road, as they try 
to avoid a run-in with Bambi. 
And with good reason. It’s the 
season for car-deer crashes, 
which account for about 3.4 
per cent of all crashes in the 
state. 

There were 5,465 deer- 
vehicle crashes in Southeast 
Michigan last year, according 
to figures released by SEM- 
COG, the Southeast Michigan 
Council of Governments, 
based on crash data received 
from the Michigan Department 
of State Police. 


Deer-vehicle crashes fig¬ 
ures were nothing to be 
sneezed at in the tri- commu¬ 
nity area last year. Nineteen of 
Sumpter Twp.’s 120 car crashes 
involved deer, amounting to 
15.8 per cent of all crashes. 
And 28 of Van Buren Twp.’s 851 
crashes involved deer. 

While the greatest number 
of overall crashes occurred be¬ 
tween 3 and 6 p.m., the greatest 
number of deer crashes oc¬ 
curred between 6 and 9 p.m. 
The largest percentage of all 
crashes involving deer oc¬ 
curred between 3 and 6 a.m. 
(14.4 per cent), followed by 9 
p.m. to midnight (8.1 per cent). 

As most would guess, rural 


areas saw the highest ratio of 
deer crashes to total crashes. 
In some communities, nearly 
40 per cent of the total crashes 
for the year involved deer. In 
Washtenaw County’s Sylvan 
Twp., 36.7 per cent of the total 
297 crashes involved deer, and 
Marion Twp. in Livingston 
County, reported 39.1 per cent 
of crashes on its roads in¬ 
volved deer. 

SEMCOG is a member of the 
Michigan Deer Crash Coali¬ 
tion, working to decrease the 
vehicle-deer crashes. This 
year, the Michigan Department 
of Natural Resources esti¬ 
mates the deer herd to be ^ .9 
million. The coalition notes 


that deer crashes occur most 
frequently during late Octo¬ 
ber, November and December, 
usually on dark, unlighted 
roads during early morning or 
late evening commutes. Deer 
crashes are costly; the average 
insurance claim is about 
$2,000. The coalition recom¬ 
mends the following to help 
you steer clear of deer: 

• Look for deer, especially 
in the evening-and slow down 
if you see them. 

• Watch for deer-crossing 
signs, a reminder to drive cau¬ 
tiously. 

• Drive at lower speeds 
through a posted area any time 
of day or night

Veteran reporter dies, leaving 
empty feeling this season 


For many of us the holiday season 
is the happiest time of year. A time 
for celebration with family and 
friends. A time for reflecting on the 
true meaning of Christmas. A time 
for the giving and receiving of gifts. 

My friend and colleague, A1 Post 
embodied the holiday spirit more 
than most. His spirit, however, was 
not the typical commercialized holi¬ 
day variety, but a much deeper con¬ 
viction that‘directed his entire life, 
365 days a year. A1 was able to en¬ 
dure life’s struggles, and believe me, 
he had more than his share, and al¬ 
ways came away the better, more un¬ 
derstanding, thoughtful and eager to 
take on the next challenge. 

The next challenge, however, was 
most difficult. Last Friday, coworkers 
Sybile Marr and Lois Williams found 
A1 Post face down, his face covered 
with snow, lying in pain, in the com¬ 
pany parking lot. A1 had been ex¬ 
posed to the year’s coldest tempera¬ 
ture for more than two hours. He had 
suffered an aneurysm while driving 
to work, somehow managing to get to 
the parking lot, out of his car, but 
stumbling before he could make it to 
the office. 

On Tuesday morning, December 
26, A1 was pronounced dead. But 
even in death, Al, who was Michigan 
Community Newspaper’s editor for 
the Romulus Roman, triumphed. He 
fought the bitter cold and an 
aneurysm that usually spells instan¬ 
taneous death, to share Christmas 
with his wife, Pat, and their two chil¬ 
dren, Gene and Dixie. 

For many of us at the newspaper, 
the news was first shocking, and then 
somewhat comforting. It was shock¬ 
ing from the aspect that Al appeared 
in his glory the day before the inci¬ 
dent enjoying MCN’s Christmas lun¬ 
cheon and employee gift exchange. 
As fate would have it, Al picked my 
name from the gift hat, and I could 
hear him whispering to other em¬ 
ployees, “What do you get the boss 


that essen¬ 
tially has 
every¬ 
thing?” 

But Al, 
who some¬ 
times shies 
away from parties and employee so¬ 
cial gatherings, selected the perfect 
gift -- a leather case in which impor¬ 
tant phone numbers and business 
cards can be kept. He didn’t know, 
but the case I was using was ripped 
and stained from years of overuse. 

And I say comforting, because Al 
lived a frugal, Christian life. If there 
is a better life after death, I’m cer¬ 
tain Al, before anyone else, will be 
there. 

I will remember Al for many rea¬ 
sons. His terrific organizational 
skills kept the editorial department 
on course, day in and day out. Our 
intense political discussions — Al 
was much more conservative in 
thinking than most — made for inter¬ 
esting break room talk. His love for 
sports teams, including some from 
his old days as a managing editor for 
a New Jersey daily kept our sports 
department on their toes. 

But most of all, I will remember Al 
for his deep convictions -- his unfail¬ 
ing belief that an honest days work 
was more important than amassing 
sick time; his credo that moral val¬ 
ues and family were more important 
than money; and his religious roots 
that gave him comfort that God will 
take care of his family.

Feds subsidize poverty 


Here’s a novel concept: If you 
work full time and do a good job, 
you shouldn’t be paid so poorly 
that you live in poverty. 

Try to tell that to the federal 
government, though. An indepen¬ 
dent study released by ACORN, a 
grassroots advocate for the work¬ 
ing poor, finds that corporations 
enjoying fat, tax-paid contracts 
from the feds are paying poverty 
wages to the people actually do¬ 
ing the contract work. 

The same federal government 
that sets precise standards for, 
say, the tensile strength of screws 
that it buys, sets no standards for 
the fair pay of people working 
under its contracts. The study, 
conducted by the Economic Poli¬ 
cy Institute, revealed that 11 per¬ 
cent of federal contract employ¬ 
ees receive less than a “living 



wage,” which is to say their pay- 
checks are too low to lift them 
and their families above the 
poverty level. In this period of 
economic prosperity and federal 
surpluses, in this period when 
Congress annually raises its own 
pay, in this period when federal 
contracts routinely cover the mil- 
lion-dollar paychecks of the cor¬ 
porate CEOs getting the contracts 
- it's absurd that our tax dollars 
would be used to subsidize sub¬ 
poverty pay Ironically, while the 
companies profit on the backs of 


these workers, many of the work¬ 
ers themselves have to turn to 
food stamps, housing assistance, 
and other federal poverty pro¬ 
grams just to make ends meet 

This means that we taxpayers 
are hit with a double whammy: 
first, we’re subsidizing low-wage 
companies, then we have to pro¬ 
vide services to assuage the 
poverty of their workers. 

Better that the contractors 
themselves be required to pay 
fair wages from the start, which is 
why the Living Wage Responsibil¬ 
ity Act has been introduced in 
Congress, sponsored by Repre¬ 
sentative Luis Guitierrez of Illi¬ 
nois. It requires big businesses 
that get federal contracts to pay 
their employees a wage no less 
than the federal poverty level. 
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More election issues than tinsel 


Funny how others view 
Westland politics. 

A weekend Detroit News 
article (’’Westland rebuild¬ 
ing after bitter recalls” by 
Sheri Hall) features a pic¬ 
ture of five city council 
members decorating a 
Christmas tree at City Hall 
as if the city’s main issue 
was arranging tinsel and or¬ 
naments. 

As if 4,500 residents voted 
out two councilmen and ran 
out two others so the city 
could have a Christmas pho¬ 
to op. 

With the tree decorating 
photo, the News papered 
over the scorched earth poli¬ 
tics that pitted outsiders, 
such as Debra “The Voucher 
Lady” Hessler-Davis, against 
veteran politicians, such as 
Mayor Bob Thomas, and city 
officials, like Fire Chief 
Mark Neal. 

Though The Voucher Lady 
prevailed by convincing the 
public and eventually the re¬ 
vamped city council that the 
city was overspending on 
cars, parties, and bottled wa¬ 
ter, her victory wasn’t easy. 
Besides devoting hours to 
researching and questioning 
the city’s spending, she at 
times had to risk arrest to 
speak at city council meet¬ 
ings. Finally, Thomas for¬ 
bade Finance Director Tim 
McCurley to answer her 
questions at city council 
meetings. 

Yet by fighting tooth and 
nail against the city’s waste¬ 
ful spending, she and the re¬ 
call group have beaten the 
machine at the polls and 
may save the city thousands 
of dollars on city directors’ 
cars and gas expenses. 

Yet the ongoing power 
struggle is glossed over. In-

stead we get cliches. 

“[The Feb. 6 election is] a 
wonderful opportunity for 
our city to get some new, in¬ 
dependent thinkers on the 
city council,” the News 
quotes candidate Michael 
Kehrer as saying. 

As if the recall was about 
“independent thinkers” — 
whatever that means. Think¬ 
ing is thinking. By defini¬ 
tion, thinking is indepen¬ 
dent, otherwise it’s not 
thinking, it’s parroting. 

“People are ready for 
calm and order to be re¬ 
stored in the community,” 
Councilman James Godbout 
is quoted as saying. 

Of course people want 
calm and order to be re¬ 
stored. Civility too. But at 
what price? 

When recalled Council¬ 
man David Cox and former 
Council President Trav Grif¬ 
fin, who resigned in the face 
of the recall, argued against 
the recall, they called for or¬ 
der to be restored. But the 
voters obviously wanted 
more: an end to a perceived 
favoritism in city dealings, 
better city services, and a 
shift in spending from city 
employees’ perks to fixing 
roads and drainage prob¬ 
lems. Then order would be 
welcome. 

While nobody likes disor¬ 
der, disorder was a neces¬ 
sary condition for freedom. 
Contrary to what you may 
have learned in school, our 
political and economic free¬ 


doms did not come to us 
fresh off the pages of books 
by the philosopher John 
Locke and the economist 
Adam Smith. No, they were 
won by the London mob dur¬ 
ing the mid 17 century. 

In pamphlets and speech¬ 
es, Puritan John Lilburne, 
the leader of the mob. called 
for a republic, the vote for 
all, equality before the law, 
abolition of rank and privi¬ 
leges, and religious tolera¬ 
tion. 

The first of his pamphlets 
resulted in Lilburne being 
whipped through London’s 
streets, placed in the stocks 
for two hours, and jailed for 
two years. The event made 
him a national hero. 

During that time, he wrote 
pamphlets outlining the 
freedoms and forms of open 
government that the Puri¬ 
tans and other dissenting 
Protestants planted in Amer¬ 
ica. 

In England, politicians 
picked up his proposed re¬ 
forms. King toppling Puritan 
Oliver Cromwell’s first 
speech to parliament called 
for Lilburne’s release. Lil¬ 
burne was released and re¬ 
arrested several times, but, 
as the mob’s leader, left un¬ 
harmed to lead the fight for 
freedom in the English 
speaking world. 

At the same time, mobs 
formed in Paris. Unlike in 
England, the French 
monarch put more than 100 
mob leaders to death, and 
eventually moved the court 
away from the mob. Order, 
not freedom, prevailed. 

While the stakes in West- 
land aren’t that high, they’re 
higher than decorating a 
Christmas tree. 



Extremists threaten faith-based groups 


President-elect George W. 
Bush has indicated he wants 
to have the government help 
faith-based organizations to 
better serve their communi¬ 
ties. While he is undoubted¬ 
ly sincere, there may be in¬ 
surmountable obstacles in 
the way of achieving that 
goal. 

The “freedom of religion” 
guaranteed by the First 
Amendment to the US Con¬ 
stitution was intended to be 
a one way street. Govern¬ 
ment was not to meddle in 
religion, but it did not bar 
religion’s influence on gov¬ 
ernment. We’ve strayed a 
long way from that original 
intent. 

Citing several examples 



may be the best way to illus¬ 
trate that point. 

There are many volunteer 
organizations financed sole¬ 
ly by contributions that are 
performing valuable ser¬ 
vices in their communities. 
Some are faith-based others 
are not. 

One outstanding example 
of faith based is the Salva¬ 


tion Army. Its new facility in 


Romulus, with a thrift store 
providing affordable cloth¬ 
ing and other merchandise 
to the poor, along with the 
adult rehabilitation center 
for addicts, provides ser¬ 
vices to several surrounding 
communities. All without 
government “help.” 

Not so successful are a 
couple of instances where 
government has injected it¬ 
self into the equation. 

Alcoholics Anonymous 
(AA), with which this writer 
has a more than passing re¬ 
lationship, is based on the 
premise that a “higher pow¬ 
er” (God) must be invoked to 
successfully conquer an ad¬ 
diction. The only qualifica¬ 
tion for membership is a sin¬ 


cere desire to stop drinking 
or other addictions. 

The self-supporting orga¬ 
nization had the highest suc¬ 
cess rate of any group in cur¬ 
ing addictions. Then it was 
discovered by the justice 
system. Courts started mak¬ 
ing attendance at AA meet¬ 
ings mandatory as an alter¬ 
native to jail time. 

Now AA meetings are a 
shadow of earlier self-help 
sessions populated largely 
by offenders interested only 
in getting their attendance 
slips signed. The govern¬ 
ment’s “compassionate” 
treatment of addicted of¬ 
fenders is slowly destroying 
the effectiveness of the best 
voluntary organization for 
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Bravo Councilman Stottlemeyer 
for putting Fire Chief Neal in place

serve a chief that they can look 
up to and respect, the people of 
this community deserve a chief 
that they can trust Councilman 
Stottlemeyer spoke in reference 
to the ethics committee he will sit 
on, something that most of us 
wanted to see, and have long 
waited for Are we finally seeing 
change in the city? Are ethics and 
accountability going to reign? 

Chief Neal’s attempt to paint 
Councilman Stottlemeyer as “dis¬ 
honest” were truly comedic as 
anyone who has watched nearly a 
year of meetings, and seen each 
of his stories refuted with witness 
and fact, would ask him to speak 
for himself Thus far Council¬ 


man Stottlemeyer has been re¬ 
freshing and independent, and I 
for one applaud him, and truly 
hope that he will continue to 
speak out against such tactics. 

I think it is time for the council 
members to question Chief 
Neal’s motives. It isn’t the mon¬ 
ey spent by the city for the elec¬ 
tions that is bothering him. If 
this council truly wants to under¬ 
stand his reasoning, they should 
attempt to pull documents as we 
have, and understand what he 
was protecting was not the coun¬ 
cil members, but his own inter¬ 
ests. If my husband and I can ob¬ 
tain such information, then I am 
more than sure that council 


members that want to under¬ 
stand have ever so much more 
available to them. I truly hope 
that the new ethics committee 
will establish rules that will gov¬ 
ern director involvement in busi¬ 
nesses that have contracts with, 
do work for the city, or provide 
services for this community. The 
Federal Government has such 
ethics stipulation, so should the 
City of Westland. 

Bravo Councilman Stottlemey¬ 
er. My husband and I certainly 
appreciate you and hope you 
continue to serve the interests of 
the people of this community!

The holiday season should be 
a time of iov and peace, a time for 
families and friends to draw close 
and create treasured memories. 
While most of us experience the 
holidays this way, some will find 
their celebrations tragically cut 
short by disaster When that hap¬ 
pens, we hope that someone will 
be there to help us through. 

For nearly 120 years, the local 
chapters of the American Red 
Cross have been there: for fami¬ 
lies such as Angie H. of Detroit 
and the Lisa G. family of Armada 

Last Christmas arrived with 
unspeakable horror for Angie and 
her three children. On Christmas 
Eve, a fire roared through their 
apartment Although Angie and 
her children escaped the blaze 
without injury, everything they 
owned was destroyed, including 
all the Christmas gifts for the 
children. The blaze spread to the 
upper flat leaving another family, 
with three children, homeless. 

In Oakland County, the joy of 
the holiday season turned tragic 
for the Lisa G. family of Armada 
On the day after Christmas, their 
apartment and all their precious 
belongings were destroyed, leav¬ 


ing the family of four devastated. 

But a common thread of hope 
joined Angie’s family and Lisa’s 
family. Volunteers from the 
Southeastern Michigan Chapter 
of the American Red Cross re¬ 
sponded immediately, helping 
them through events they never 
imagined could happen. 

The Chapter helped Angie find 
a new apartment and provided 
the basic furnishings that we all 
take for granted: beds, living 
room furniture, a kitchen table, 
chairs and a chest of drawers. 
Meals and clothing were also 
provided. 

Meanwhile, in Armada, the 
Red Cross helped Lisa’s family 
with a temporary place to stay, 
food and clothing - and of course, 
compassion. 

American Red Cross volun¬ 
teers get up in the middle of the 
night take leave from their jobs 
and say a hasty good-bye to their 
families - every time disaster 
strikes. The Red Cross responds 
to an average of 60,000 disasters 
each year - one disaster every 10 
minutes.

Question: Is there a link between peridontal (gum) disease and heart disease? 

Answer: Peridontal disease is an oftentimes painless infection of the gums, bone, and ligaments 
which attach the teeth to the jaws.

Some of the quirkier requests 
were: “scare my dad,” “a pizza,” 
and toys for mom and dad. 

A more philanthropic child 
topped his list with, “I wish for 
Santa to bring toys for other chil¬ 
dren,” and a helpful letter-writer 
told Santa, “Don’t forget to bring 
the magic key so you can get in be¬ 
cause we don’t have a chimney.” 

The students had some help 
from one of their advisers, Chris 
Brasil, special education teacher 
at BHS. 

Brasil had to do a little sneak¬ 


ing around to lend a hand though. 
It was her duty to retrieve the let¬ 
ters from the mailbox downtown.

The City Council voted unan¬ 
imously to expand the number 
of holiday employee bonuses to 
include joint dispatch workers. 

In the past, the dispatchers 
have been overlooked because 
they are not technically em¬ 
ployees of Sumpter Township, 
nor are they technically em¬ 
ployees of the City. 

Dispatcher Kathy Plachetzki 
spoke to the council and com¬ 
mented that she and her co¬ 
workers often feel left out. 

“Dispatch is always forgot¬ 
ten,” she said. “Whether it’s 
Christmas bonuses or employ¬ 
ee appreciation day.” 

Belleville Police Chief Paul 
Davis said last year, he noticed 
moral dropped among the 
three full-time and six part- 
time dispatchers when they 
were not offered the $100 and 
$50 holiday bonuses. 

Mayor Tom Fielder said he 
approached Sumpter Town¬ 
ship’s new supervisor, Elmer 
Parraghi, to inquire about the 
two communities chipping in 
together to offer the bonuses. 

Fielder said the supervisor 
informed him that he is “per¬ 
sonally opposed to holiday 
bonuses for employees,” even 
though union contracts require 
him to offer them to some of 
the city’s employees. 

The City Council disagreed, 
some members stating the dis¬ 
patchers are valuable workers, 
and should be offered the same 
holiday perks as the city’s own 
employees. 


Santa’s secretaries say they 
never promise to bring what’s on 
the list; instead, they tell the chil¬ 
dren they’ll try. And they never 
promise live pets. Looking out for 
the Big Guy’s interests, they typi¬ 
cally remind the children to leave 
out some milk and cookies.
